Aboard the Presi­ 
dent W ilson of the D ollar Line 
they docked at Jersey City, pier 
num ber 9, at 2:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
Aboard the President Wilson wlu» 
Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh, m oth­ 
er of the fam ous A tlantic flier, who 
was m et at quarantine by her son. 
Tho m other and her illustrious son 
remained in the form er’s cabin un­ 
til the boat had cleared, attem p t­ 
ing to evade cam era-m en, but fail­ 
ing in th eir attem pt. Flash-lights 
boomed and tho click of two dozen 
cam eras resounded as th 3 fam ous 
pair descended the gangplank. 
In High Spirits 
Dr. and Mrs. Sanders are feel­ 
ing in “high spirit*" a fte r their 
long tour of the world. 
D uring 
their 220-day journey they visited 
12 countries, traveled on seven seas 
and three oceans, visited 55 dif­ 
ferent centers and traveled more 
than 38,000 
miles. 
12 different 
kinds of money w ere used by the 
travelers. 
The world travelers were able 
to m aintain a schedule, made out 
a year ago, to the m inute. 
They 
did not experience sickness of any 
kind, never suffered 
any 
incon­ 
veniences through personal causes 
m d thoroughly enjoyed every m in­ 
ute of th eir long journey. 
“We did encounter some rough 
.ailing crossing the A tlantic,” said 
Doctor Sanders. 
“ Mrs. 
Sanders! 
wa* not her usual self and rem ain­ 
ed in her cabin for awhile to avoid | 
sickness.

dining room and was still in bed. 
Suddenly a huge w*ave struck us 
am id-ship. 
Mrs. Sanders’ bed was 
lifted and throw n ab' ut ten fe?t 
across the room, Mrs. Sander* land- , 
jag on the sofa along side of rn?, 
unhurt. W e both enjoyed a hearty 
laugh, so strange was the incident. 
“On the other side of the ship 
from our cabin, a woman, dressing 
for breakfas-t, was thrown across 
her cabin and into the corridor. 
She had seized ii choir as J he w as 
precipitated across the room. She 
buffered a wrenched hack, injuries 
to her ankle and is now in a Je r­ 
sey City hospital.

heat, ice and hum idity, snow and 
rain, and other 
elem ents 
that 
provide the w eather variety to­ 
day as they did 15, 25, 50 o r IOO 
years ago. 
Yes, they seem dif­ 
ferent sure enough, but they are 
not. 
Modem m ethods of throw ­ 
ing off quickly the effects of un­ 
usual w eather probably are large­ 
ly responsible for the general be­ 
lief th a t clim atic conditions have 
changed greatly.

execution in Croatia took place 13 
years ago. 
M urder and banditry were the 
charges for which the four m urder­ 
ers went to the gallows.

execution lasted 12 m inutes. 
The executioner and his assist­ 
an t were completely unnerved by 
the hanging of the first three con­ 
demned men. 
They failed thrice 
in an attem pt to adjust the noose 
around the last man’s neck,/where­ 
upon he seized the rope and brush­ 
ed the executioners aside saying: 
“Get out of here. 
Your hands 
and brains are frozen. Let me com­ 
plete the job m yself.”
